House Disposed of Thirty 


Pension Bills. 


THE CHA.RTEK BILL. 


Tho democrats of Lowell have suffered 


so much injustice politically from the ex- 
treme partisanship ot their opponeats,that 
they have little hope of defeating the Dill 
to amend the present city charter. How- 
ever, It might bo suggested to tho repub- 
licans that If they do not wish to bo Iiiir, 
they might havo sufficient self respect to 
prevent them stultifying themselves. 


Nothing can be more ridiculous than 


the Idea of repealing the revised city 
charter, a obarter which was discussed 
and deliberated upon, first by the legisla- 
ture and then by the people, until every 
portion of it was thoroughly understood. 
The charter as It stands at present, Is 
framed for promoting the best interests' 
of the city. It gives no place to partisan 
politics. It was designed by business men 
•who wanted to put politics to the roar. 
But In order to do this it was necessary 
to concentrate responsibility upon some 
municipal head. The charter places this 
responsibility upon the mayor, giving 
him thtj power to appoint the heads of de- 
partments. This Is an Important provi- 
sion, because If the heads of departments 
fall to perform their duty,ths mayor being 
responsible, can call them to account and 
thereby provide a remedy. If ha fails to 
do this, the voters can oall him to no- 
count and relegate him to private life at 
the first opportunity. 


This arrangement is decidedly advan- 


tageous to the city and should be main- 
tained, but 'the republicans anticipate 
that by putting this provision of the char- 
ter Into effect they would lose a few 
offices. 
Therefore they appeal to the 


legislature for a repeal of this provision. 
They want the mayor's powers taken 
itway in order that republicans may be 
held In office continuously; no matter at 
•what disadvantage to the oil}-. Members 
of the board of trade are Indignant that 
the republican city committee has resorted- 
to this extremity. 
They refer 
with 


disgust to tho error of fanatical politics. 
Tho "reformers" who now ask tbo legisla- 
ture to repeal the olty charter got some- 
what of a setback In tho conviction of 
Hunton and Clapp, and it will require an - 
other conviction of some kind to silence 
them completely. But if they aro en- 
dorsed by the legislature, and encouraged 
by special legislation for the promotion 
of their schemes, they will continue to 
pester this city by their political piracy 
for years to come. It is, therefore, very 
Important thtt the present charter bill be 
defeated, and If Governor Wolcott sees 
tho matter in It3 true light, ho will un- 
doubtedly refuse to be a party to such a 
swindle. 


The charter amendment bill has been 


passed by both branches and now goes to 
the governor for his signature. 
If' His 


Excellency hears bnt the republican side 
of the case ho will undoubtedly sign it; 
but if he follows the wise example of Gov- 
ernor Greenhalge in hearing both sides 
he will have his eyes opened to tho 
gross Injustice of the measure and the ab- 
surdity of amending 
IL measure on the 


ground that it does not meet the approv- 
al of tho republican city committee. Let 
GOT. Wolcott grant a hearing to remon- 
strants before ho signs the bill which 'Trill 
overthrow municipal reform in Lowell.

lism, Then the senator turned to politi- 
cal phases of the question, sneaking In 
turn of Bryan, of rainier and of Me- 
Klnloy. Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle, 
and was frequently addressed by the 
speaker cs one who had contributed to 
tho election of McKinley. The contro- 
versy between Mr. Chandler and Mr. 
Pettlgrew was one ot the hottest person- 
al episodes the sejiate has had'In some 
time; the South Dakota senator declar- 
ing that Mr. Chandler's statement rela- 
tive to the violation of pledges at Sr. 
Louis u-ere wholly and absolutely false. 
Mr. Chandler did not modify his state- 
ment, but mutual explanations restored 
cordial relations. The peroration'of Mr. 
Chandler was an appeal'to the Incoming 
president and his advisers to heed the 
needs of thp people, particularly on the 
money question, and a. warning of speedy 
political disaster certain to follow delay.

session, the house, on a vote, declined to 
override u pension veto submitted to it 
for action.

The house sustained the veto, 113-73,

Boston, Feb. 17.—A petition which 


was adopted by the churches of Liver- 
pool last1 Sunday, asking- the United 
States senate to accept the arbitration" 
treaty, has been cabled to a Boston 
society. The petition has been forward- 
ed to Senator George Hoar at Washing- 
ton. 
It is as follows: 


The Christian churches of Liverpool 


have heard with deep concern that 
the adoption of the arbitration" treaty 
between 
England 
and, the 
United 


States is nicely to be frustrated by the 
amendments which arc being proposed 
in the United States senate. 


They 
acknowledge the 
inalienable 


right of the American people to protect 
their national Interests, but they feel 
they are justified In appealing to the 
senate, and in asking their brethren 
across the Atlantic, members of sister 
churches, to consider the 
disastrous 


results to the cause of peace which must 
ensue ii the negotiations of such a 
treaty should be found impossible be- 
tween JiJndreaVnatJons. 


They therefore petition the senate to 


accept the treaty as signed 
by the 


representatives of the two governments, 
and entreat all Christian people through- 
out the United States of America to ex- 
ercise their influence on- behalf of a 
treaty which will not only tend to make 
war impossible, between England and 
America.- but wl!l open the way to-the 
adoption 
of 
similar' -agreements, 


throughout the civilized world, and will 
help to bring about the peaceful-settle- 
ment of all international disputes.". 


A Kiotc 1'rom Kanflng. 


Topeka, Feb. 
17.—By a unanimous 


vote, the senate has adopted the concur-

Slates Senator-elect Harris, declaring 


the proposed arbitration treaty between 
this country and Great Britain to be 
ucithcr necessary nor wise and Inimical 
to the .just Interest of this government, 
and also -equestlng the Kansas senators 
in congress to strenuously oppose the 
measure. The resolution roclies that 
this nation has maintained Its inde- 
pendence for over 320 years, successfully 
and

questions, and that, though Great Brit- 
ain has beon our >,TejnesIs, with whom 
our greatest contention has been, "the 
honorof thenatlonlias ever been success- 
fully maintained," without oppressing 
the sea with its Ironclads and without a 
vaet standing army to enforce Its de- 
mands. There is now no pressing ques- 
tion demanding such a treaty, the reso- 
lution 
asserts, 
and protest Is made 


against committing the Monroe doc- 
trine, "so intensely American and so 
dear to our people" to the arbitration of 
other powers. It Is asserted that such a 
treaty 
munt 
be "In forgetfulness of 


Washington's farewell 
address, cau- 


tioning our people to ever beware of en- 
tangling alliances."
